In the week 
ended Tuesday they were three- 
tenths of I per cent below the 
February level.

Supreme 
Court had

viously that public officials per se could 
not 
be libeled. T V immunity now has been ex­ 
tended tentatively to all public figures.

next move will be to eliminate libel 
actions 
entirely 
The specific 
circumstances 
in pieced ent­ 
itlin g cases like these are of secondary im­ 
portance. It's the reasoning behind the rulings 
that counts, and the reasoning is widening the 
horizon of freedom 
The possibility of a libel action is an ever­ 
present restrain on freedom of the press Ju s­ 
tice Black of the U S Supreme Court has ar­ 
gued tellingly from the bench and in private 
presentation that all libel action should be pro­ 
hibited. even though the libel might be m a­ 


licious. What is morf malicious is libel action. 
The reasoning behind this view is that the 
press must be free to stand or fall on its own

ANSWER: Our picture may look complicated, but the 
nervous system is complicated. Think of it as a communica­ 
tions system which registers impressions from the outside 
and passes them to the brain. A control center in the brain 
decides what to do about them and sends out commands 
to various parts of the body. The muscles carry out the com­ 
mands. The nervous system comprises the brain, the large 
spinal cord, and millions of minute neurons or nerve cells 
which are strung out like telephone wires and reach into all 
parts of the body. Bob's nose detects the fragrance of gin­ 
gerbread His nose sends a report about it to a smell center 
which is located back of his eyes. This center is sending 
a favorable report to the control center of thought and con­ 
sciousness. located toward the top of the head. Here a deci­ 
sion is made, and the command to reach for the ginger­ 
bread flashes down over the nerve system traveling at 300 
miles an hour A part of the brain located below the ear 
controls the action of certain things, such as breathing and 
digestion, which are taken care of automatically.
